Money to Be Avallable to
States During Next Two
Years.

Washington —FMnal ailotment of the
foderal road fund was announced for
usé in the varfous states during the
coming two years. Of the allotment
Oregon's portion will be §1.676,1562
Wanhington §$1.444,628 and ldaho §1,
206,060

These allotments are all subject to
ench state matching the sums appor
tioned to them to be spent on the same
projects an are the federal funds.

The apportionment is under the road
nets of 1918 and 1010, and Is all that
the statea will recelve unless the con
gEress makes further provision

Allotments just announced are Inrg
or than any previously made out of
the federal treasury, as the law-con
templated, and the stutes In conse
quence are called upon to approprinte
more lberally for roads than
before In order to recelve benelits
under this allotmant, but the depart
ment reports that o date no stale
hon falled to mest, If 0ol surpans
the tederal allotment, and in conse
quence no state allotment of past
years hasw sver been forfelted,

5,600,000 IN U S,
PAYING INCOME TAX

Washington—More than 6,600,000
firms and lndividuals are paying In-
come laxen this year, according o
figuresa made public by the bureau of
Internu! revenue. Theee figures also
reveal that practically 8,000,000 tax
payors already have pald thelr lncome
taxes In full

The bureau's statement shows that
4,900,000 persons are: paylng Income
taxos ob incomes of 5000 or less
and that fewer than S00.000 of this
pumber have not pald thelr taxos In
full, choosing the method of payumient
by loatallments. Individual returns
for incomes in excess of $5000, In
cluding those of lndividuals aud flrms,
numberad TO0,000
